KILLER CAT TAKES FALL |

The recent death -of naturalist Joy 
Adamson took a Startling turn today. 
Officials revealed that a 
suspect after all, despite evidence that 
the murder weapon was a switchblade 
knife. 

Police were responding to a routine 

drug collar’’ on Syd the Lion, alias 
‘*Skag,'’ once cornered, the lion pulled a 
knife and roared, ‘You'll never take me 
alive, coppers!’’ He was quickly subdued 
with a barrage of tranquilizer darts. A 
large dose was necessary since Skag had 
a heavy barbituate habit, officials said. 

Forensic analysts said the knife left 
marks similar to those found on Adamson. 
Authorities cautioned reporters that the 
evidence was only circumstantial, yet 
they pointed out that ‘‘Skag’s criminal 
record is as long as a boa constrictor."’ 

Police theorize that Skag had ap- 
proached Adamson for a share of her 
profits from Born Free, best-selling novel. 
When the naturalist declined to help him 
support his habit, Skag killed her.

"*Skag'S case does not appear atypical 
except for its grisly climax,’* said 
Boomerle. ‘'Many animals suffer a loss of 
meaning and a sense of alienation when 
removed from their natural environments 
and placed on the pfeserves. Many seek 
identity in savage animal gangs like the 
Zimbabwe Angels. Some seek‘ refuge in 
drugs. Others like Skag seek both."’ 

Boomerle warned, ‘‘There are few 
things more treacherous than a punk lion— 
with a monkey on its back."*

The suspect's history of drugs and 
aggression had provoked authorities to 
remove his fangs and claws. Deprived of 
his natural defenses, the lion was forced 
to find a new weapon: his switchblade. 

‘Boomerle placed much of the blame for 
the drug problem on pushers. ‘‘Thes 
parasites must be stopped,’’ Boomerle 
remarked grimly. 


The alleged Czarina of the Kenyan 
animal underworld is former film and TV 
star, Judy the Chimp of **Dhaktari*’ fame. 
Now known as Judy the Pimp, the 
felonious monkey has so far avoided 


“prosecution. Boomerle hopes to squeeze 


key testimony from Skag the lion. **We'll 
encourage him to plea bargain.*’ 


“This may sound prejudiced,’ 
Boomerle said, ‘but while the chimps 
may be smarter and more adaptable than 
their animal comrades, they are decidedly 
lacking in moral fiber.""” 

When asked what was being done to 
improve the situation, Boomerle cited 
stricter law enforcement measures and 
cultural education programs. He admitted, 
however, that these methods were akin to 
“*swimming up the Nile with a water 
buffalo on your back.**
